MORE CARS TO BE RUN ON TEL­ 


EGRAPH AVENUE. 


The Oakland Consolidated Will See 


the Raise and Give Better 


Service. 


There is a speck of war on the hori­ 


zon. 
The Telegraph avenue Electric 
Railway, between Oakland and Berke­ 


ley, is operated by the Southern Pacific 
connecting with the trains of that line 
at Seventh street, and also with the 
narrow 
gauge (rains at Fourteenth 
street, Oakland. 
The Oakland Con­ 
solidated Railway is operated by F. 


M. 
Smith, the "borax king," and it 
connects with the Berkeley local trains 
at Dwight way anil East Berkeley sta 
tions. 
There is this difference in the 
connections made, respectively, by the 


two 
electric street 
railways with the 
ste.nn propelled cars of the Southern 
Pacific 
Company: 
The Telegraph- 
avenue line 
makes 
money 
for 
the 
Southern 
Pacific Company 'and 
the 
Oakland Consolidated Railway takes 
money 
from 
the 
Southern 
Pacific, 
which carries passengers tree on its 
Berkeley line between Dwight way and 
Berryman station. 


Two moves are to be made on the 
board which ought to intensify -the 
rivalry between the electric lines. The 
Telegraph-avenue line is about to put 
into effect a six-minute seivice, that is, 
it will run ten cars per hour, one every 


six minutes during the day. 
The Oak­ 
land Consolidated road has a ten- 
minute service during the day and a 
twenty minute service at night, which 
means only six cars per hour during 
the day and only three per hour dur­ 


ing the night. 
By this it will be seen 
that the Telegraph-avenue line plans 
to run forty more cars every ten hours 
than the schedule of the Oakland Con­ 
solidated line calls for. 
The purpose 


of the Telegraph avenue line is to 
catch as much of the travel to and 
from the University as possible, and 


of the rapidly growing section east of 
the tracks in Berkeley. 


News of this move has reached the 
ears of the Oakland Consolidated peo 


pie, and the situation was thoroughly 
discussed by Superintendent 
Grim at 
the power-house of his line at Temes- 


cal yesterday afternoon, the discussion 
embracing the necessity for running 
more cars to accommodate the public 
and to meet the competition to be 
offered by the 
Telegraph avenue line; 
also the subject of transfers at Temes- 


cal. 
The understanding in Berkeley is 
that the six-minute service on the Tele 
graph avenue line will go into effect to 
day, as conductors on that line have 
been notified to go on new runs. 
The 
Oakland Consolidated 
line has cars 
enough, by using the transfer system at 
Temescal, to largely increase its ser 
vice all the way around its very large 
loop, via both Lorin and Shattuck ave­ 
nues, and sufficient to give Temescal 
at least a six-minute service. 
It also 
has sufficient power, which can speedily 
be made available, having two engines, 
the larger of which has recently arrived, 
but has not been operated. 
This com­ 


ing week promises to give Berkeley a 
better car service than it has had up to 
date.

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HOME INDUSTRY 


Berkeley has two good-sized plants 
where oil is taken from vegetable ma 
terial and manufactured into an article 


of commerce and sent all over the 
United States. 
There is also a home 
demand for these productions. 
For 
the productions 01 cocoa nut oil cobra 
has to be brought from a very long dis 
tance which adds to the expense, yet 
there is a demand for all that is put 
out. 
Competition is met with by a 
production of this oil in England. 


Linseed oil is also produced at both 


of these factories in good quantities 
and it finds a quick market. 


In order to make these factories en 
tirely workers in 
home material 
should be the produce of California 
soil 
Here the ' question arises what 
cdn be grown in sufficient quantities to 
give these factories sufficient raw vege 
table matter from which oil can be ex 
pressed and the 
residue applied to 
good use and a saleable article ? 
The 
answer is easily given and many will 
be surprised at its simplicity. 


It is well known that the seed of the 
sunflower produces a good percentage 


of oil that can be used commercially 
and that the residue furnishes one of 
the very best kind of food both for 
animals and the feathered tribe. 


Many farmers already raise small 
quantities of these seeds especially for 
the supplying of hens with egg produc 


ing 
food. 
Hens are extremely fond of 
the seeds and prefer tfietn to either 
corn, wheat or barley. 
This food not 
only keeps poultry in good order but 
the meat is of much better quality when 
made of this tissue, to say nothing of 
the quality of eggs resulting from the 
consumption of this kind of diet. 


Cows keep in fine condition from 
eating a certain amount of this meal 
cake. 
The milk is enriched and the 
amount of cream from which butter 
follows is increased to a great degree 


Almost any kind of land will answer 


for the growth of this vegetable matter. 


No special care is required after the 
seed is planted and the expense of 
gathering the crop is but nominal. 


No doubt the large majority of farmers 


ace unaware that there is a market for 
sunflower seed. 
This article is for the 
purpose, of letting the public know that 
purchasers can be tound for almost 
any quantity that can be brought to 
market 


In speaking of this matter to one of 
the proprietors or one of the Berkeley 
plants he informed a 
G A Z E T T E repre 
sentative that he had often thought of 
the matter and in fact to the extent 
that he should plant this next season 
fifty acres of land with sunflower seeds. 


The variety he prefers is that generally 
known as the Russian. 
• It costs no 
more to raise and the heads grow to 
a very large size and,-the seeds are 
consequently obtained in good quan­ 
tities.

About Berkeley there are 
hundreds, 


' of places that could be utilized for 
this purpose. 
As the expense of rais-' 


ing is only nominal the poor man can j 


go into the business as well as the man j 


who has an abundance of this world's ; 
goods.

There is probably no doubt but that j 
everyone who has a small quantity of j 
land could n.ake some money by rais-1 


ing such quantities as his space would 
allow. 


When ready for market if the oil 
wurks owner should be notified that 
he could procure 
this 
material 
he 
would make arrangements 
to 
send 
teams about for the purpose of gather­ 


ing here and there such quantities as 
each patty would have to sell, and 
thus among the many there would be 
sufficient raw material to keep a fair- 
sized mill going all the year after one 
season had. been used for the raising. 


Not 
onb/ would the seed be .thus 
utilized, but the stalk itself which grows 


to six feet high could be used for vari­ 
ous purposes; if for no otheT, when 
well dried in the open air, it makes 
good material for fire wood. 


All of this goes to show how a good 
paying industry could be establised in 
our midst which would give work for a 
good many people, and a good sum of 
money would pe the result of it where 
just now there is nothing.

B I S M A R C K ' S BIG H E A D . 


Measurement* Showing That the Space For 
Brains I n I t la Extraordinary. 


Bismarck's head, Buja a correspond- 
ent of L'Anthropologie, has been care­ 
fully measured according to the rules of 
anthropometrics by the sculptor Schaph 
of Berlin, who made the statue of Bis­ 
marck set ap at Cologna The measure­ 
ments prove that Bismarck has a head 
of extraordinarily large size. Measured 
horizontally from the frontal bone to 
the occiput the head is 212 millimeters, 
or more than 8.86)6 inches. The dis­ 
tance from temple todompJo is 170 mil­ 
limeters, or a trifle over 6.60 inches. 
Bismarck's cranium has a capacity of 
1,065 cubic centimeters, and his brain 
should weigh 1,867 grams. 


These figures become especially sig­ 
nificant when compared with the meas­ 
urements of other heads. Of 2,500 heads 
measured at Baden Baden on ly one ex­ 
ceeded 200 millimeters horizontally 
from front to back, and tbat one meas­ 
ured 206 millimeters, or six millimeters 
less than Bismarck's. The mean meas­ 
urements of 30 members of the Natural 
Science society at Carlsruhe were 195 
millimeters' from front to back by 155 
millimeters from temple to temple. The 
biggest of these beads measured 205 by 
162 millimeters. The cubic measure­ 
ment of 245 German heads was nearly 
500 cubic centimeters under Bismarck's, 
•while the estimated weight of Bis­ 
marck's brain is 35 per cent above that 
of the average adult European brain. In 
fact, Bismarck is a man not only of 
blood and iron, but as well of brains.
